1. Th* status of the Ofcdted States as a party to these Conventions 
is considered in a separate aenoraadusu 

2. Hus USSR became & party to the 1947 Convention with bo reser- 
vations. She CBS® {see pegs 121 of the 1958 Cororeoctlon) stated; 

"lise USSR leaves open the question of accepting the 
provisions of the 2e lecoosunication Convention relative 
to the International Frequency Begistratian Board, as 
also the question of accepting the Radio Regulations." 

3 . At page 124 of the 1958 Ooonreatioo, the USSR, the Ukrainian 
SSR and the Bielorussian SSR submitted a statement: 

"Hie Government of the Genas Democratic Republic 
acoefeai taO t2s& T ft^7 Coccv'eastioji 

City, 1947} in accordance with the procedure laid down 
in Additional Protocol to that Convention, and hense the 
German Daoocratlc Republic is a party to the ’felecaamioi- 
cation Cooveaticoi of 1^7 end a full Masher of the I.T.U. 

The Bam authorities do sot, sad cannot, represent the 
whole of Germany, with the result that signature by 
their representatives of the taieeoosunicatieo Convention 
adopted by the Plenipotentiary Conference of Buenos Airee 
is illegal." 

me Federal Republic of Germany is a signatory to the 1958 Ucmvantion. 

4. It is worth noting that sere signature to these Conventions 
does not necessarily sake a State a party. TOr cample, the United 
States was a signatory to the 1952 Convection, hut no lnstrucaent of 
ratification was deposited until 1955* ®o the best of ray recollection, 
Germany, also, has provisions under which a treaty must be ratified 
according to its CoMPbitutlaa; the USSR does not, so far as 1 recall. 
Consequently, the dates on which various States became parties to 
these Conventions assy not necessarily be the date of signing.
